SEWAGE PLANT FORUM 
The Warren Junior Chamber of 
Commerce presented a forum, Sun­ 
day, on the Warren sewage plant 
problem, and no doubt the result 
will be some thinking and discus­ 
sion on the part of many citizens. 
Such forums when limited to a 
single half hour can do little more 
than stir up interest. 
One bit of an item was shrug­ 
ged off in the questioning, and was 


deserving of much more attention. 
It was asked if some storm sewer 
water was being emptied into sani­ 
tary sewers and if this would have 
to be changed. Councilman George 
Geracimos said that the sewers 
need some water for flushing pur­ 
poses and that these connections 
will be left alone for that reason. 
The problem is much greater 
than that. There are large areas 
of Warren where storm sewers 
either do not exist at all, or are 
wholly inadequate. To empty the 
large flow of storm and surface 
water from these areas into the 
sanitary system would add so much

volume to the amount treated by 
a plant that the construction cost 
would be greatly affected. 
It is estimated that the needed 
storm sewers in just one corner 
of Warren will cost about $50,000! 
And we know streets in other areas 
where there are no storm sewers 
at all. Perhaps a bit of water here 
and there will be a help to the 
flushing job, but certainly this does 
not mean entire streets, and cer­ 
tainly not many blocks of streets. 
Too Large A Plant? 
It also was stated that a plant 
was being planned to accommodate 
30,000 people. Is this because we 
are aware of the large volume of 
storm sewer water that must be 
treated? If not, are we expecting 
Warren to double in size? 
Warren has stayed at the same 
population figure three or 
four 
decades. On what basis do we as­ 
sume that it will double in area 
or numbers? We do not apply this 
policy to other projects, such as 
schools, gymnasiums, auditoriums, 
and similar facilities when draw­ 
ing plans. Why are we doing so in 
the case of sewage? 
We are not opposing a policy of 
building for the future, but isn’t it 
possible to build a plant that will 
handle a third or a quarter more 
than apparently is in need of pro­ 
cessing, with plans prepared that 
will allow for expansion if the 
future demands. If at a later date 
more neighboring areas join us 
than the plant can handle, let them 
help finance the addition. 
If we were to take in all of 
North Warren, Pleasant twp. and 
Starbrick, the number would not be 
close to thirty thousand. 
Will The Plant Be Flooded? 
As for flooding the site purchased 
for the plant, we do not doubt that 
a plant can be built up in such a 
way that it will not be saturated 
by high water, but we also know 
that a large portion of the area in 
which the site is located does flood 
at high water. If only the high land 
is to be used it will not be flooded, 
but if the lowland portion of the 
site is to play a part in this pro­ 
cessing 
procedure, 
flooding 
be­ 
comes a part of the problem. 
It was said that the Chester en­ 
gineers recommended this plot. If 
so, they handed us one which will 
be expensive to build. Because we 
will need a dyke to protect the 
plant, and it will need to be a plant 
on a foundation which might be 
compared to stilts. This may be a 
problem when the river overflows 
areas such as the West Side and 
other lowlands. We will have the 
drainage of floodlands to process 
in a plant that is on flood level 
This sewage plant is not a snap 
of the finger in Warren. It poses 
some problems that will not be 
simply or inexpensively handled. It 
is why we often have written that 
a Kinzua dam, or some kind of 
control, will do much to alleviate 
the pollution problem in Warren 
county. 
How To Assess 
Obviously the plant will have to 
be financed by an authority, thus 
avoiding debt limit restrictions. 
And the costs will be paid by a 
special assessment. Panel mem­ 
bers said that the best method is 
a sewage rental based on water 
consumption and billed by the 
water company. 
Back in December, 1948, we re­ 
viewed briefly the methods avail­ 
able for this assessment. We placed 
water consumption at the head of 
the list, but if a community does 
not own its water plant this can 
develop problems. Other methods

include equitable charges based on 
the number of plumbing fixtures, 
the number of rooms, the number 
of persons in a building, or by 
using a combination of these meth­ 
ods to augment a classification 
system, with residential, commer­ 
cial, and industrial rates. 
Some 
base their rates on the number 
of sewage connections, and others 
on a footage basis. 
The two best and most popular 
are the water consumption and 
plumbing fixture methods. To re­ 
veal how important it is to mini­ 
mize the amount of excess water 
processed by the plant, some mu­ 
nicipalities make reductions in the 
sewage rental for plants which do 
not dump their industrial water into 
the system. 
To avoid overcharging, winter 
water rates often serve as the basis 
because of the large amounts of 
water used by some in warm 
months for gardens and similar 
purposes. Thirty percent of the 
water bill is charged by one nearby 
community. 
One town which determines its 
sewage rental by plumbing fixtur­ 
es, charges $2.50 for each toilet, 
$2 for each bath, $2 for a sink, 
$1 for a drain. These usually are 
annual assessments and vary from 
as little as forty cents for a toilet 
in Yeadon to the $5 charged for 
the same fixture in Royerford. Such 
a process requires licensed plumb­ 
ers and inspection.

The daylight saving one is with 
us again. This is one of those sub­ 
jects that is as touchy as religion. 
Perhaps our great, great, plus 
many more great ancestors start­ 
ed it when 
they 
differed over 
whether the sun was a god or a 
godsend. 
There are those who now would 
have all who are opposed to the 
daylight saving time idea, as ap­ 
plied to May and school days, 
speak up in concert so that the 
Warren borough council may be 
influenced into a daylight saving 
period that starts in June. There 
are some twisted facts to be found 
here. 
In the first place the Warren 
borough council does not legislate 
the time. It only recommends that 
all residents of Warren join with 
the vast majority of other com 
munities who do business an hour 
earlier from late in April to late 
in September. And the merchants, 
plant operators, and all others who 
must do business within the same 
framework of hours as their cus­ 
tomers, in and out of Warren, fol­ 
low this recommendation. Some 
would anyway. 
Daylight 
saving 
always 
has 
seemed to us a good example of 
community cooperation and con­ 
sideration for others. No matter 
how you live those summer hours 
there will be those who will be in­ 
convenienced and there will be 
those who are not inconvenienced 
but will be against whatever you 
do. However, a little understanding 
and a little imagination will help 
most people adjust to this simple 
expedient of enjoying another hour 
of daylight. 
This is play tim?, and it seems 
we have too little of it in the fresh 
air and sunshine, unless we are 
fortunate enough to be among 
those who can journey south for 
the cold months. We wonder why a 
few should so violently deny the 
many this extra time? 
We who work in offices and in 
many stores 
are not fortunate 
enough to start home at 3:30 or 
four in the afternoon. And we stay 
on the job until five, and perhaps 
longer, for the convenience of those 
who enjoy the early hour of re­ 
prieve. 
To delay the practice of daylight 
saving time until June and to ter­ 
minate it at the start of Sepem- 
ber would defeat its purpose. It is 
in May and September that we 
enjoy our greatest benefits from 
daylight saving. In most of June 
and July the days are very long 
without daylight saving. 
And for business efficiency it 
would be best to forget the entire 


idea rather than double the con­ 
fusion by having two starting and 
two ending dates for the many who 
must remember schedules and do 
business with buyers and sellers in 
other cities. 
There will be eight hours of sleep 
in total darkness available to those 
who ihust rise at seven in April, 
May, and September. We believe 
that the majority can schedule 
themselves 
accordingly 
if they 
work at it. 
And so while one group urges 
you to express your opposition to 
daylight saving, Play Time urges 
you to do just the opposite. Let’s 
vote for 150 more hours of sun­ 
shine in the summer of 1954. The 
equal of nineteen eight-hour days 
in Florida! 


Big news in television for Warren 
area viewers is the gradual change­ 
over to CBS programs by Buffalo 
WBEN, the reception of which is 
consistently good for the majority 
of set owners. The change-over in 
itself is not so important, but the 
program shift of next Tuesday 
brings to area screens what many 
consider to be the best program 
on the air.

Murrow, 
whose radio and television news 
broadcasts are classified as blue 
ribbon stuff.

place at a time when much atten­ 
tion is centered on Murrow's pro­ 
gram through his expose of Senator 
McCarthy. 
When the very respectable Mur­ 
row took on McCarthy there were 
many eyes opened which hereto­ 
fore had been either naive or blase. 
And when McCarthy attempted to 
label Murrow a Red, it clearly un­ 
masked numerous similar charges 
which many had swallowed with 
little question. The Senator’s free 
use of the Red adjective suddenly 
was revealed in its true light and 
the danger to freedom was made 
evident as never before. 
Also of major importance to tele­ 
vision fans in Warren county is 
the Pittsburgh boost in power. 
Many now are receiving Pittsburgh 
very well and it makes possible a 
choice of programs that is healthy 
for this fast growing medium.

BACK TO WHISKERS 
This matter of literary critics or, 
as 
they 
are 
sometimes 
called, 
book reviewers. What has come 
over the boys these days? Just a 
lot of sissies they seem to me. 
Where is the old vim, the old pep? 
Bless my soul, I can remember 
the time when reviewers lived on 
raw meat, and an author who pub­ 
lished a book did so at his own 
risk and generally came out of the 
encounter feeling as if he had been 
hit by an atom bomb and forcibly 
unclothed in public. But now the 
question "Have you read any good 
books lately?’’ is one which it is 
impossible to answer. To hear the 
reviewers tell it, there are no good 
books nowadays 
— 
only 
superb 
books, 
astounding 
books, 
vital 
books and books which we are not 
ashamed to say brought tears to 
our eyes. 
Some people (who ought to be 
ashamed of themselves) attribute 
this tidal wave of sweetness and 
amiability to the fact that so many 
reviewers are novelists themselves. 
Old Bill, they say, who writes for 
the "Booksy Weekly,” is not going 
to jump on Old Joe’s "Sundered 
Souls” when he knows that his 
own “Storm 
Over Flatbush” 
is 
coming out next week and that Joe 
runs the book page of “The Spokes­ 
m an.” 
This, of course, is not so. Nobody 
who really knows novelists 
and 
their flaming integrity would be­ 
lieve it for a moment. It is with 
genuine surprise that William, hav­ 
ing added "Sundered Souls” to the 
list of the world’s masterpieces, 
finds a week later that Joseph has 
done the same by "Storm Over 
Flatbush.” An odd coincidence, he 
feels. No, the root of the whole 
trouble is that reviewers today, 
with the exception of a few of the 
younger set who have a sort of 
unpleasant downy growth alongside 
the ears, are all clean-shaven. 
The connection between whiskers 
and caustic criticism is not hard 
to see. There is probably nothing 
which so soothes a man and puts 
him in a frame of mind to see 
only good in everything as a nice 
clean shave. He feels his smooth, 
pink cheeks, and the milk of humah 
kindness begins to gurgle within 
him. "What a day!” he says as he 
looks out of the window. "What an 
egg!” he says as he starts his 
breakfast. And if he is a literary 
critic, "What a book!” he feels as 
he takes up the latest effort of 
some author who ought to be sell­ 
ing coals instead of writing novels. 
But let a man omit to shave, and 
mark the result. He feels hot and 
scrubby. Within twelve hours his 
outlook has become jaundiced and 
captious. If his interests lie in the 
direction of politics, he goes out 
and investigates someone. If he is 
an employer of labor, he starts a 
lock-out. And if he is a reviewer, 
he sits down to write his review 
with the determination that by the 
time he has finished reading it the 
auhor will know he has been in a 
fight. 
You have only to look about you 
to appreciate the truth of this. All 
whiskered things 
are 
testy 
and 
short-tempered ___ 
pumas, 
wild 
cats, the old Edinburgh reviewers 
and - in 
the 
mating 
season 
- 
shrimps. Would Ben Johnson have 
knifed a man on account of some 
literary disagreement if he had not 
been whiskered to the eyebrows? 
Can 
you 
imagine 
a 
nation 
of 
spruce, 
clean-shaven 
Bolsheviks, 
smelling of witch hazel? There is 
only one thing to be done. We must 
go back to whiskers. And there 
must be no half measures. It is not 
enough for a critic to have a beard 
like Rex 
Stout’s, 
which, though 
technically a beard, is not bushy 
enough to sour the natural kindli­ 
ness of his disposition. We must 
have the old Assyrian stuff, the 
sort of beards Hebrew minor pro-

Everyday Psychology 
by Dr. Norman C. Morgan 


There is such an appeal to the 
sporty young college man with his 
careless manner concealing a care­ 
ful attention to the latest styles. It 
is hard to realize that a husky 
young athlete who also manages to 
hit off a good high mark can have 
any troubles. 
One time just such a young man 
came to me. The listing of his 
college achievements alone would 
have made him the pride of the 
campus, and in addition he had an 
engaging personality that would 
have been a ticket through life in 
itself. 
Nevertheless, he had troubles. 
Not very serious troubles, to be 
sure, but to him they were paralyz­ 
ing. He felt that he was pushing 
himself to keep up the minimum 
work on his numerous extra in­ 
terests and his scholastic work had 
dropped alarmingly. 
For six months he had suffered 
periods of anxiety and tension that 
made him unable to sleep, to con­ 
centrate, or to be with other people 
comfortably. He had tried to under­ 
stand the cause of the trouble and 
had searched every aspect of his 
personality. He had studied some 
psychology and had faith in the 
belief that his 
symptoms 
must 
have some rational explanation. 
For a while 
he 
considered his 
symptoms a sign of weakness and 
pride in his campus position kept 
him from confiding in his friends 
and professors. 
Finally he went to his dean. This 
kindly gentleman could only believe 
what he could see and he told the 
youth that he looked all right to 
him. He said there could be nothing 
wrong with a young man of his 
accomplishment and to forget the 
symptoms. Since the boy had been 
trying this formula for months, he 
gained little help from such advice. 
Another time he tried to get help 
from a professor who tried to in­ 
terest him in a religion that was so 
different from his own that it was 
of no help to him. He was at the 
moment not able to find help from 
religion because he was so pre­ 
occupied with his symptoms. 


The real solution to his problem 
began to develop somewhat acci­ 
dentally when he was thrown into 
a social situation that was unique 
for him. Always before he had been 
in activities where he had to pro­ 
duce tangible results: win a base­ 
ball game, excell in his sport, suc­ 
cessfully lead a group as its presi­ 
dent, produce a finished paper or 
magazine as its editor. Being some­ 
what afraid of intimate feelings, 
he had kept himself a little apart 
from people by always being top 
man. 
Now he found himself an undis­ 
tinguished member of a committee 
to produce a mid-year gala ball in 
which imagination could run wild 
and congeniality was the only im­ 
portant ingredient. He was able to 
develop a relaxed feeling with other 
people that he had not known even 
before his symptoms first develop­ 
ed. He did not think of himself as 
the center of responsibility, 
but 
thought in terms of the group hav­ 
ing fun together. 
He believes, and I do too. that 
this new kind of experience helped 
this young man to supplement his 
many talents with a genuine feeling 
for other people and a desire to 
krfow them as people. After he 
saw improvement in himself and 
believed that he was not really los­ 
ing his mind, he had the courage 
to consult 
a 
psychiatrist 
about 
what was going on. 
He would have recovered from 
the symptoms in time by himself. 
However, a short period of treat­ 
ment helped him gain an under 
standing of his experience so that 
another episode is not likely to 
occur. This sort of thing is not un­ 
common in adolescents and young 
people. It is not so much an illness 
as part of growing up. A little 
help at such a time will prevent 
symptoms from becoming emotion­ 
al habits which constrict the per­ 
sonality.

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Washington And You 
By Margaret Chase Smith 


WASHINGTON. - The gravity of 
the situation in Indo-China is be­ 
coming increasingly evident to the 
American people. 
Indo-China, in some respects, is 
ike Korea. Both are in Asia. Both 
were invaded and occupied by the 
Japanese in World War II. Both 
were steps in the Japanese drive 
or domination of Southeast Asia 
and China in World War II. Both 
are coveted steps in the design of 
the Reds to take over that part of 
the world. Both are areas of the 
choosing of the enemy to fight his 
rind of war where he wants to 
fight it. 
But Indo-China also is different. 
It is much more important in stra 
tegic materials than Korea. The 
importance of Korea to the United 
States principally was, first, if we 
did not stand in Korea 
against 
Communist aggression 
it would 
have been just a matter of time 
where we would make our stand 
and, second, if Korea were lost to 
the Reds then Japan would be 
caught in a giant Communist pin 
cers between the Red-held Kuriles 
to the north of Japan and -Korea 
to the south. 
Indo-China is much more impor­ 
tant to us than Korea. And the 
best way to state that importance 
is to say that Indo-China is the 
gateway to Southeast Asia, 
the 
richest strategic materials area of 
Asia. It is the rice bowl of the 
world — and rice is the most im 
portant of all foods to the people 
of Asia an area of hungry people 
upon whose hunger communism 
feeds. 
Indo-China is the veritable key 
stone for this area, which produces 
four-fifths of the world’s supply of 
natural rubber and a h a l f of th* 
world’s tin. It produces i m p o r t a n t 


quantities of chrome, manganese, 
timber and some oil. Phosphate, 
copra, zinc 
and 
some 
precious 
metals also are found 
in 
Indo­ 
china. 
Equally important is the pivotal 
position of Indo-China militarily 
and geographically in Southeast 
Asia. If Indo-China falls 
to 
the 
Communists, then Burma, 
Thai- 
and, Malaya and Indonesia would 
not long remain free 
from 
the 
Reds. The calamity of the loss of 
this area in materialistic phycho- 
logical, 
political, 
and 
economic 
terms is obvious. 
But the effect would not be limit­ 
ed merely to these countries. For 
the Communist threat would then 
be brought even closer and more 
pressingly upon India and Pakis­ 
tan. The economic effect would ex­ 
tend to Japan, whose manufactur­ 
ing plants and skilled manpower 
are greedily coveted by the Reds. 
These are the grim facts about 
Indo-China. They tell the unpleas­ 
ant truth of what we stand to lose 
if Indo-China falls to the Reds.

thousand, the next rate is 58 cents, 
and then as it gets into the millions 
it drops back into the lower fifty- 
odd cent figures with an increase 
of three cents per thousand. 
This is a utility and your Public 
tility Commission in Harrisburg 
is supposed to decide if the raise 
is justified. It, of course, welcomes 
letters from consumers to hear 
their side of the story. 
How much effect the weakening 
of the Federal Power Commission 
by one faction of COP congress­ 
men has on such rate increases we 
can not accurately predict, but the 
United 
Natural 
Gas 
Company 
states that more than a million 
dollars of the increased operating 
costs is due to pipeline companies 
raising their rates. The jurisdiction 
of the FPC over these rates has 
been greatly weakened, and if the 
Commission’s policy in the past 
two years has given cause for high­ 
er rates, more increases can be 
expected in the future if that power 
is to be even less effective. 
The weakening of controls over 
utilities from the top down has 
started and the result can be ex­ 
pected to be costly to the consumer 
in the future. 
The real enemies of democracy 
are those who fail to make it work. 
Communism and socialism will be 
given no excuse for existing if we 
provide safeguards within our dem­ 
ocratic framework. 
There are some facilities which 
are best provided by monopolies, 
but these monopolies must exist as 
controlled grants from the people. 
That is why we need public power 
and 
public 
utility 
commissions 
which are representative of the 
people and not of the few who 
control major portions of various 
industries. 
A truly enlightened public is the 
answer. Even free elections are ol 
little value unless the voters are 
aware of the facts. An informed 
public can protect itself by intelli 
gent use of the polls at election 
time. 


Coffee Moves Upward 
The price of your coffee is going 
up again. And we are not referring 
to the five cent increases leading 
chains, such as A and P, made 
this week. This chain has coffee 
selling in its stores on a range 
from $1.09 to $1.17. Most leading 
roasters and wholesalers are ex­ 
pected to place the price at $1.16 
this week. 
But this is not the end. Before 
the last of this month you can 
expect coffee to cost as much as 
$1.50 a pound. The reason given is 
that the green beans purchased be­ 
fore Brrzil started its increases 
have been used up and the new 
costs now are being added directlv. 
This suggests to us that the big 
wholesalers have some major ex­ 
plaining to do about previous in­ 
creases. 
But the cost isn’t really as great 
as we make out. For the group 
preparation of coffee you can get 
about fifty cups out of a pound. 
For family use you should get at 
least forty. Even at $1.50 a pound 
the cost is only three cents a cup. 
f you like it black, three cents 
and a cup of hot water makes you 
happy. Right now it is only 2 1-2 
cents. 


Fight Cancer Claims 
The cigaret industry has chosen 
this month, when most of us are 
concentrating on the fight against 
cancer by giving money to the 
drive, to present a counter attack 
against the claims that cigarets 
are suspected of having a close 
relation with lung cancer. The 
answer is expected about April 15. 
The industry at that time can be 
expected to state that the cancer 
claims have not harmed the sale 
of cigarets very much, and that the 
unfavorable publicity has caused a 
switch to filter tips and the longer 
fags. 
Obviously neither side has estab­ 
lished the complete truth. Mean­ 
while, the average smoker must 
decide if a habit is worth risking 
his life, a risk he must take until 
definite proof is provided. The day 
either side can prove that tobacco 
is or is not a cause of cancer we 
will have taken a major step to­ 
ward the cure of the disease be­ 
cause we either will have eliminat­ 
ed or isolated several highly sus­ 
picious elements, or combinations 
thereof.

High Cost of News 
You might as well get ready for 
another increase in your newspaper 
bill, and in our case it won’t be 
due to a better quality paper stock. 
The cause will be increased pos­ 
tage. To encourage and help ensure 
free press, newspapers have been 
given very low rates for mail cus­ 
tomers. But the present postmas­ 
ter general already has allowed 
these to go up about thirty percent, 
and if he has his way another 
thirty percent increase may be ef­ 


fected. This will mean a sixty per­ 
cent jump, an amount that your 
newspapers and m agazines will not 
be able to swallow, and will pass 
on to you.

Today it is parent 
stock, and the young,

We know of dogs that never are 
tied up. We see them running every 
day and the further they get from 
home the more wolf-like they be- 
ome, slinking along in pairs and 
trios, often with a leader who sets 
the pace and runs the show. Young­ 
er dogs step into line and develop 
bad habits that might not become 
a part of them if they were kept at 
home and used as exercise for 
their master or mistress. 
Those who do not have time to 
exercise and train dogs should not 
own them. An 
alternative is 
a 
penned area, but there still is need 
of free running and new adven­ 
ture, under the watchful eye of the 
owner. A dog can be trained to 
stay within bounds, and he can be 
taught the right habits. But most 
of them are not, and the free run­ 
ning pooch is not a friend of the 
hunter, nor of mankind.
